Understanding does not mean a 
blind following of any party or any 
leader, but it does mean that criti- 
cism must be motivated by a sin- 
cere desire to offer constructive 
advice not a criticism born of the 
union of bitterness and self-inter- 
est. 

Understanding is the firm foun- 
dation of the brotherhood of man, 
an understanding which of neces- 
sity, invokes the counsel of God.

That was the 
April day, when with both hands 
and that old hip movement, we 
forced shut the overflowing draw- 
ers of an old chest, struggled to 
close the closet door that was hav- 
ing difficulty housing the family 
Skeletons and, with the expert 
technique of Othello working out 
on Desdemona, virtuously smother- 
ed the voice of conscience with 
that cushy kapok number, “I'll 
straighten these out come the first 
rainy day, but, today is the day 
to get out in the garden!”

Forty-eight hours without 
communication with the outside 
world is a lot of hours and the 
next time anyone asks what we’d 
like most on a desert island, the 
answer won’t be Dorothy Lamour, 
Bob Hope or a set of Shakespeare, 
but a telephone! 


We were not alone in our iso- 
lation. Literally hundreds of other 
phones turned up their terminal 
digits and died. According to the

sun, which in the summer dries 


them with tiny holes, so that when 
the first rains come the moisture 
seeps in and shorts the lines. It 
just shows what coperation can do.

Hospital reconditioning has as 
its purpose the return to duty of 
service personnel, recovered from 
disease or injury, in the best pos- 
sible physical conditioning and the 
constructive use of leisure time in 
educational pursuits designed to ef- 
fect a greater realization of per- 
sonal importance and produce a 
more informed soldier. 


An advanced reconditioning sec- 
tion is that section of the recon- 
ditioning service of Army General 
Hospital, which is responsible for 
the reconditioning of groups of pa- 
tients nearest the point of recovery. 
This section is usually located out- 
side of the hospital wards in some 
nearby camp facility such as the 
Douglass estate. Its program is 
simply stated—graduated training 
of patients in an advanced stage 
of convalescence from serious ill- 
nesses, injuries or surgical proced- 
ures, so that they may be returned 
to duty in the best shape possible, 
physically and mentally.

Two of our hotels, the Palm and 
the Oak Grove Villa are being re- | 
modeled and painted. We have be- | 
come so accustomed to them that I} 
think few of us realize that they | 
are both beautiful buildings. The | 
Palm Hotel is so close to the rail- 
road track and built flush with the 
sidewalk that it does not show to 
advantage. It is a really fine copy 
of the type building designed by 
Mansard, who was chief architect 
for Louis the fourteenth of France. | 
The Mansard roof and dormer 
windows were his favorite style and 
he was the first to use them. If the | 
front porch was removed and a 
center doorway used, this hotel 
would be an exact copy of this 
early French style. Set in the cen- 
ter of a lawn with surrounding 
trees and shrubbry, this building 
would have a perfect setting. 

The Oak Grove Villa is a fairly 
close copy of Elizabethian building. 
Plastered and half-timbered and 
with the machine-turned porch pil- 
lars replaced by square beams it 
would be almost an exact replica 
of the Wattle and Daub half-tim- 
bered buildings of Elizabeth Tu- 
dor’s time.
